end, the striug is wound snugly around 
the edge until the disk rests in the 
hollow of the hand. 
A fter the disk 
has left the player’s grasp lie draw s

N E W YORK, Dec. 24.—From all 
signs this is to be an exceptionally 
charitable Christmas in New 
York. 
Institutions and individuals are going 
deep down in their pockets to dis­ 
pense Christmas cheer to the hom e­ 
less and the hungry and the ill pro­ 
vided with even a more lavish hand 
than has been seen in former years. 
As is the custom, elaborate pre­ 
parations are being made by the Sal­ 
vation Army, the Volunteers of Am­ 
erica and kindred 
organizations 
to 
feed the poor of the metropolis. Last 
Christmas the Salvation Army 
fed 
20.000 of the poorest persons in New 
York city. 
This year they intend to 
1 feed 25.000, but instead of all these 
i poor men, women and children dining 
n one vast building, the dinners will 
be made up in hampers and distriu 
uted to 5,000 different families, each 
with an average of 
five 
members. 
Br gadier Parker, who is in charge ot 
I the distribution of these meals, says 
I he is making a strong effort to get 
jai the honest poor who would prefer 
to have their Christmas d imer with 
their own family and do not like the 
idea of leaving their homes to journey 
to the middle of the city for it. 
Along the Bowery already can be 
heard the rattle of many plates and 
the noise of many cooks. 
They are 
getting ready for “ Big Tim ” 
Sulli 
van’s annual feast. 
"Big Tim ’’ and 
“Little Tim ” have given 
Christmas 
dinners for many years, but t hat of 
next Tuesday will eclipse all others. 
Arrangements are being made to feed 
5.000 inmates of the Bowery lodging 
houses and many needy families in 
the district. 
Five thousand pounds of 
turkey, 2.000 pounds of ch ckens. six 
barrels of cranberries, eight barrels 
of potatoes, six barrels of celery, five 
barrels of onions and 3.000 pies will 
be needed for this feast. 
Beer and 
coffee will be ad lib. 
Each diner wil’ 
receive a pipe and a package of to 
bacco. 
It would require much space to even 
enumerate the many public charities 
to be given in New York, beguiling 
today and continuing 
through 
the 
coming week. 
The Hungarian Liter­ 
ary society distributes clothing, toys 
and candies to the poor children of 
the East side. 
The association for 
improving the condition of the poor 
will make several thousand poor fam­ 
ilies glad by distributing clothing and 
Christmas dinners. 
The Bowery Mission keeps open 
house during the holidays and so rn 
one is permitted to leave the place 
hungry. 
Luncheon and dinners are 
served, clothing and other necesities 
distributed to the destitute and a big 
Christmas tree celebration is held foi 
the enjoyment of the little folk. 
St. Mark’s hospital is another insti­ 
tution where an annual Christmas cel­ 
ebration is held. 
Christmas trees are 
furnished to each ward and presents 
distributed to patients, nurses and em­ 
ployes with a Christmas concert to 
increase the cheer. 
The Christmas celebration of the 
New York produce exchange will take 
the form of a distribution of 1.000 
Christmas baskets to the poor chil 
dren of the lower part of the citl 
The gifts will be d stributed on the 
door of the exchange. 
A vaudeville 
entertainment will also be provided 
for the children. 
The churches and church societies 
of all denominations will, of course, 
have their customary Christmas fes­ 
tivities in wh ch the poor of their 
respective districts will be well looked 
after. 
Special 
arrangements 
have 
been made to provide cheer for the 
inmates of the many hospitals, asyl­ 
ums and similar institutions through­ 
out the city.

B ER LIN , Dec. 24.—The kaiser has 
got the statue craze badly. 
Since he 
ascended the throne he has added 114 
statues to the sculpture of Berlin, and 
in the Tiergartcn an average of four­ 
teen statues are erected every year. 
In his scheme of dotting this city 
with statues, the kaiser has exhausted 
.til his known ancestors, and is now 
putting up statues of his ancestors as 
children, and threatens to immortalize 
his own children. 
An equestrian sta­ 
tue of the crown prince is promised. 
A story is being told in Berlin and 
Munich studios that the well known 
sculptor, Adolph Hildebrand, frankly 
told the kaiser not long ago that -he 
monuments in the Siegesallee, which 
are the emperor's chief pride, were a 
scandal to Berlin. 
Patting H err Hil­ 
debrand on the shulder, the kaiser 
said genially: 
‘Don't distress your­ 
self, m y dear sir, the statues are to re­ 
main.” 
Most of the plentiful statues in Ber­ 
lin arc considered to be merely pot­ 
boilers without genius or inspiration.
